Whebhas, at the Extra Seedoii of the Qeneral A^aembl^ of- 
1895, an Aet entitled "An Act to provide revenue for the State of 
Tennessee and tte coonties thereof^" was passed June 14, approved 
Jane 17, 1896; and, 

Whebeas, it appears that hj said Aot the ad vaioran tax, which 
is collected by the variooa troatees, was reduoed thirty-thiee and 
-one-third per cent. 

A great many privileges were reduced, and many stricken ont. 
The tax on railroads was reduoed 33} per oent. The revenue of 
4100,000 formerly received ftpm the lessees of the peaitentiary is 
^ne, and it is believed that the oost of maintaining the ooavicts 
will exceed the amount received from their labor. 

The estimated decrease in the amonct of revenue under the new 
law is 1626,000. 

There was an increase in the appropriations by the L^;iBlatnre of 
1895, over that of 1893, for judicial salaries (there being an in- 
crease in judges), office expenses, charities, etc., of about f60,000. 

From these estimates, it necessarily follows that tiiere will be a 
deficit in January, 1897, and a still tai^er one in January, 1898. 
These deficiendee can only be cured by l^:islation prior to Novem- 
ber, 1896. 

As a part of the plan to eoonomize the expenses of the State the 
Legislature, at its regular session of 1895, passed an aot entitlep 
"An act to amend the oriminal laws of the State," Chapter 296, 
page 404, of the Acts. 

Thut act re-definea grand and petit larceny, .t..e aime Oi frando* 
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IcDtly concealing or aiding in the conoealoieDt of stolen goods not 
exceeding sixty dollars, and provides the punishment and for pay- 
ment of cost in sach cases. If the law had been sustained and en- 
forced it woald have been a saving to the State of many thoaBaod 
dollars. 

The Supreme Coart held said act to be unconstitutional because 
of defective or insufficient title or caption. 

I tbiok there can be no doubt of the power in the Legislature to 
enact such law, and suggest that its re-enactment, with proper title 
or caption, be considered. 

As is showQ by the journal, it was manifestly the opinion of a 
large majority of the Legislature, irrespective of party (there being 
only nine Senators and thirteen Representatives voting against it), 
that the assessments would be amply sufficient to tnet-t the obliga- 
tions and pay the current expenses of the government. Many, of 
the members of the House explained their votes in favor of the 
bill, and, among other things, said : 

" We believe that the new assessment law will result in the in- 
creased valuation of property, thus affording an urgent additional 
reasc n for a reduction iu the rate of taxation. For these reasons we 
vote aye." 

At the time there was good foundation for such opinions, but 
subsequent events brought disappointment. 

Instead of an inoreaeed valuation of property there bss been a 
general depreciation, not only in Tennessee, but throughout the 
Union. 

The depreciation in Tennessee is large, thus disappointing the 
reasonably well-founded opinions of legislators. 

Now, therefore, I, Pbteb Tdbnbt, Governor, by virtue of the 
power and authority in me vested by Section 9, Article 3, of the 
Constitution, do, by this proclamation, convene the General Assem- 
bly in extraordinary session, in the capitol at Nashville, on Mon- 
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da7> September 7, 1896, at the hour of 12 H., and when 
assembled it will take ander consideradou aud enter upon the fol- 
lowing ba«nesB, to wit : 

To enact all legislation, either independent or amendatoiy, tbid 
it may deem necessary to provide a snfBoient, assessment of property 
and privileges, the increase of privileges, and suoh other aasesament 
as may be legitimate and proper to take care of the credit of the 
State and meet its indebtedness and expenses. 

A re-enactment of Chapter 205 of the Aets of 1895, under 
proper caption. 

And to provide for the paym'enl of the expenses of the extra 
session. 

In testimony whereof, I have caused the 
great seal of the State to be hereto affixed, 
. August 14, 1896.

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GOVKRNOR'S MESSAGE 

SBOOND EXTRAOBDnrARy SESSION 

Forty-ninth General Assembly. 

State of Tennessee, 

SBPTeMBBR. 1896. 



Senate and House of Sepreaentaiivee: 

Keluctant as I have been to uhII you from yonr homes and to in- 
crease the pablic expense, the fiscal affairs of the State have im- 
pelled me to convene the Legislature in extraordinary session. As 
is known to those familiar with public affairs, the most distressing 
public controversy since the war between the States has been that 
of the "State debt." Various opinions prevailed as to the validity 
and obligation of thai part of the debt known as the "Railroad 
bonds." These opinions were most deGi()ed and pronounced. The 
reenit was years of strife during which nothing was done with the 
debt, whose volume, by the st«ady accumulation of interest, speed- 
ily increased. Finally, in 1882, the people realized that justice to 
the creditors, duty to the honor of the State and the repose of the 
Commonwealth, demanded that some settlement should be mude. 
Influenced by these conditions, concessions were made on all sides. 
The result was the Funding Act of 1883, commonly known as the 
"60-3 Act." From that hour to this the people of Tennessee have 
stood to their compact and faithfully and rigidly insisted upon the 
maiutenanoe of the faith and credit of the State. The result was 
gratifying to all. Notwithstanding the low rate of interest our 
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bonds steadily appreoiated duriDg all the years that ihe connlry at 
large knew prosperity, and gave the State credit of such high char- 
acter aB to enable subeequent issues of bonds to be floabd or dis- 
posed of with ease. The rate of taxation was fixed when this ^t- 
tleinent was made at forty cents on the one hundred dollars — thirty 
cents for general purposes and ten cents for school purposes. Sub- 
sequently, owing to decisions of the highest courts with respect to 
the Bank of Tenn'ssee notes, commonly known as "New Issue" and 
"Post Notes," and still later to the necessity for the erection of new 
asylums for ilie insane, it was found to be necessary to increase the 
rate to foHy-five cents — thirty cents for State and fifteen for school 
purposes. This rate was raainrained from 1887 to 1894, inotuaive. 
Notwithetan<Hng extraordinary expenses were incurred by reason 
of insurrections of magnitude and new charitable institutions, this 
rate of taxation appeared to be more ihan sufficient for all pur- 
poses. Indeed, the Comptroller, in his report of December 20, 
1894, which report was submitted to you at the last regular session, 
stated that he had the gratification to state that the sole cause of 
worry at that date was the "size of the surplus." 

Taxation is in reality nothing but an equal distribution of the 
burden of the public expense, and therefore, in a republic, ought 
never to be more or higher than ia necessary to defray the just 
debts of the State and the expenses of the government economically 
administered. 

The revenue bill enacted by you in June last, as yon are aware, 
reduced the ad valorem tax 33^ per cent. It abolished many priv- 
ilege taxes altogether, and while it increased a few, it reduced 
many others. This act was sujiported or opposed without rfgard 
to your political aGGIiations. It was believed by all that the exist- 
ing thirty-cent rale would produce a surplus; and, with few excep- 
tions, the opinion prevailed that the rate and privileges, as fixed b^ 
the act of June 17, 1896, would produce all the revenues required. 
Indeed, among the reasons by a number of members given in ex- 
planation of their action in supporting the bill which became this 
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law was the belief that "the new aesessment law will result in in- 
creased valiiatioD of property." 

Conditions affecting the country at lai^, an<i not Tennesaee 
alone, have disappointed those expectations. There baa not been 
8D increase io the valuation of property under the new law. Upon 
the contrary, it has decreased for the present year some millions 0/ 
dollars. 

Some months since I deemed it my duty to reqnest the C<imp- 
troller and the Treasurer of the State to give me suoh infurmation 
as they possessed as to the fixcal affiiirs of the State, and as to the 
possibility of a deficit in the revenues. They differed widely in 
their statements and views. At » later date I requested and ob- 
tained supplementary statements from these officials, differing in 
some resj>e<«ts from former estimates, and still differing ks to 
whether a deficit is likely to exist. Sincerely desiring that the in- 
dependent investig;iiion which their conflicting views compelled me 
to make would reveal a surplus and show thnt it would not be 
necesiary to convene you in extraordinary session, I gave the mat* 
ter the most exhaustive inve«t)gatiou that I could. The result is 
that I iim of the opinion that, unless the revenues of the State are 
io<-reHsed by the rt quisite If gislation, such a deficit will speedily ap- 
pear as will B'riously affect the credit of the State and necessitate a 
default in the payment of some of its obligations. 

I herewith submit the statements of the Comptroller and the 
~ Treasurer for your condderation, and to facilitate such further in- 
quiries as your committee may deem it proper to m:ike of these 
officers. It will be seen that the Treasurer estimates the deG(dt 
under the present law at $269,000 on January 1, 1897, unless the 
Tennessee CohI and Iron Company pays, and then at two hundred 
and fourteen thousand dollars (|214,000), and on January 1, 1898, 
at »708,789.52. 

I differ with the Comptroller in several essential particalars and 
from the Treasurer in one or two instanoes, which I will point out. 

On April 2, 1896, the Comptroller made a written statement 
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showing a surplus on January 1, 18d7, of one huudred and ten 
thousand eight dollars and seventy-one cents ((110,008.71), 

On August 11, 1896, he made a statement showing a sarplus on 
January 1, 1897, of seTenty-three thousand three hundred and sev- 
enty-one dollars ($73,371), making a difference in his estimates in a 
period of four months and eight days of thirty-six thousand six 
hundred and thirty-seven dollars and seventy-one cents ($36,637.71). 

If facts have appeared to the Comptroller to induce him to make 
BO great a reduction of his estimated surplus in the course of four 
months a similar result might occur in the remaining five months. 

A calculation by the ratio of his decrease of surplus would give 
an addition of mote than forty-five thousand dollars (146,000) to 
the decline, leaving in the Treasury a surplus of about twenty- 
eight ihousand dollars ($28,000). 

The Comptroller estimates that the Treasury will receive from 
Trustees for the five months emliug December 31, seventy-three 
thousand dollars ($73,000). 

For ihe last five months of the year 1896 there were collected 
from Trustees eighty-six thousand five hundred and thirty-eight 
dollars and fifty-four cents (86,638.64). 

If we collect in the same proportion tbis year it will he about . 
thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) less, as the rate is 33^ per cent, 
less than it was last year. 

He estimates that we will receive from County Court Clerks one 
hundred and eighly-six thousand dollars (186,000). 

Tf we receive from that source in the same proportion that we 
have received for the past seven months we will get only about one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($160,000),a difference of thirty- 
six thousand dollars ($36,000). 

He estimates that we will reoeive irom delinquent taxes one hun- 
dred thounand dollars ($100,000), when last year we received sev- 
enty thousand dollars ($70,000), a difference of thirty thousand dol- 
lars ($30,000). 
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I do Dot believe we will receive as muoh this year as la^it, as de- 
linquent tax collectors were very active and diligent. 

I call attention to the ftiot that in bis report of April 3, 1896, 
the Comptroller estimates that we will receive of delinquent taxes 
for 1896 one hundred and &fty thousand dollars ($150^000), which 
is at the rate of twelve thousand five hundred dollars per month, 
while his August estimate of one htindred thousand dollars for five 
months is at the rate of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) per 
month, a difference of seven thousind five hundred dollars per 
month, or ninety thousand dollars for the year. 

This mode of estimating our finances is an unsafe basis for the 
public credit, and no assurance of ability to discharge obligations. 

He estimates that we will receive from penitentiary lessees 
eighty-four thousand dollars ($84,000). 

This estimate is entirely speculative, as the matter is in litiga- 
tion. We can not tell when or what will be the result, but grant- 
ing the Comptroller to be right, section 7 of Acts 1896, page 
614, provides that out of this fund the Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners shall pay for the erection of a wall aroand the new prison. 
That amount is fixed by contract at $3.74 per cubic yard of 
masonry, and will amount to at least twenty- eight thousand dollars 
(128,000), leaving a balance of fifty-six thousand dollurs ((66,000) 
if it were in (he Treasury. 

AjB to disbursements the Comptroller allows for Siate prosecu- 
tions three thousand three hundred and forty dollars and thir'y six 
cents ($3,340.36). 

In bis letter to me of April 3, 1896, Comptroller Harris says: 
''The criminal prosecution account has been for years overdrawn, 
but because of the alertness ot revenue agents and the new system 
of auditing adopted in my office, the results of which will be more 
strongly felt this year than they could have been last year, we will 
be enabled to keep the expenses on that account for the year 1896 
-down to 1200,000." 

If the Comptroller succeeds in this, ^e monthly average of suoh 
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diebursement is sixteen thousand six bDndred and eixty-six ilollan 
and sixty-eix and two-tbird cents ($16,666.66$), or for the five re- 
maining months, eigbty-tbree tbousand three hundred and thirty- 
three dollars and thirty-three and one-third cents ($83,333.33^), a 
difference between bis allowance sod the actual dii^bursemeat of 
aboat eighty-lhousand dollars ($80,000), and about nine tbousand 
nine hnndred and sixty-two dollars ($9,962) in excess of his esti- 
mated surplus in the Treasury ou January 1, 1897. 

I think, in making this allowance, the Comptroller has made a 
clerical mistake. 

To pay at the rate of last year will require one hundred and two 
thousand dollars ($102,000) at least, for the remaining five months, 
an amount in excess of estimate of ninety-eight thousand six hun- 
dred and fifty-nine dollars and sixty-four cents ($98,659.64), and 
of claimed surplus more than twenty-eight thousand six hnndred 
and twenty-nine dollars ($28,629.) 

He allows interest on school fund, fifty-one thousand six hundred 
and fifty-one dollars and seventy-aix cents ($51,651.76). This in- 
terest was due in July, 1896, and is unpaid. He baa allowed noth- 
ing for interest on school fund due January 1, 1897, wbicb is esti- 
mated at seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000). 

There is iu the treasury a direct lax fund of twenty tbousand oue 
hundred and forty-two dollars and sixty-seven oenta ($20,142.67), 
according to the statement of the Comptroller, and according to 
the Treasurer's "report, ($22,923.68). For this the Comptroller 
makes no allowance for disbursement, saying it will escheat to the 
Statf . There can be no escheat of this fund before March 21, 
1897, and applications are being regularly and constantly made by 
persons to whom it is due. The probability is none, or, at least, 
very little of this fund, will escheat. 

In my last conversstion with the Comptroller and Treasurer, the 
Comptroller spoke of stopping payments in criminal prosecutions. 
I urgently advised bim i^inst the course. He said he bad Bul>> 
mitted the matter to the Attorney-General, who advised bim he 
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oaght to do 60. I btill tbougbt, aud said to him that he had no 
aathority for sach non-payment. 

The receipts for August, September, October, November and 
December, 1896, were, as the Treasurer reports to me August 10, 
four hundred and thirty-three (boasand two hundred uud thirteen 
dollars and seventy- three cents ($433,213.73). Our disburse ments for 
the aams period were five hundred and four thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-fonr dollars and ninety-four cents (1504,884.94.) For 
the B&me months of the preseiit year, the Comptroller estimates 
the receipts will lie five hundred and eighty nine thousand nine hun- 
dred dollars ($689,900), a difference of more than «ne huirdred 
and fifty-six thousand dollars ($166,000). I am unable to see why^ 
with the reduced rates, the receipta should be larger in 1896 than 
in 1895. 

In his letter of April 23, 1896, he says: "The receipts from 
County Court Clerks are estimated at $420,000. The inheritance 
tax is included in the above estimate of $420,000. Last year the 
collection from that source (inheritance tax) was $26,095.14, but 
that was due to the fact that the collateral inheritance tax was, but 
is no longer the subject of litigation in the Supreme Court of our 
State, and furthermore, the law is quite recent. If the same per 
cent, of people of wealth die this year as has for any healthy year 
past, we can and will collect on the inheritance tax anywhere be- 
tween fifty and one hundred thousand dollars. How much of the 
fifty to one hundred thousand dollars the Comptroller embraces in 
the $420,000 received from County Court Clerks, nowhere appears 
in his statement, nor have I been able to see by what process the 
receipts of last year ure to he increased from twenty-six thousand 
ninety-five dollars and fourteen cents to " anywhere between fifty 
and one hundred thousand dollars." 

In his exhibit of April, 1896, the Comptroller estimates the re- 
ceipts from Trustees for the year at six hundred thousand dollars 
($600,000.) In his letter of same date, he says in explanation : 
" Deducting the $40,000 collected from Trustees in 1899. on the 
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1895 aooDunt, and adding the oolleotioDB whtoh will be made on 
the 1896 account, between the first of November, 1896, and the first 
of Jaotnrj, 1897, and adding this to the amouuis due trom Tri»- 
teee on former yeara acconDla which are id litigation, but which we 
will collect this year, make the $600,000." How much is in litiga- 
tion is not shown. 

The result of a laweuit is always uncertain nntil a final judgment 
or decree has been pronounced hy the Supreme Court, and the ten 
days for rehearing have passed. 

The credit of the State must be based on certainties, and not left 
open to theory, conjeeture, speculation and litigation. 

I differ with the Treasurer in two partioalars. He estimates the 
amount to be oolleoted from the lessees of the penitentiary at fifty- 
five thousand dollars. I make the same objection to this I did to 
that of the Comptroller. It is in litigation in the Chancery Coart, 
and cannot possibly be made available by January, 1897. 

In his statement of Febmary 4, he estimates the cost of maio- 
tainiog the convicts at one hnadred thoosand dollars (|100,000). 
Lately he modified thiti estimate and placed it at twenty thoasand 
dollars (120.000). I am of opinion that hereai^r the penitentiary 
will be nearly or qnite eelf-snstaining. I base my opinion on a 
statement of aooonnts made by Board of Priaon Commissioners on 
September 1, aa follows:

It will be remembered that id this year much expeoae was nec- 
esEary to get in readiness for operaiiag any and all work eBsential 
to and connected with the prison. In the future these expenses 
will be less, and the sanng will go to the maintenance of convicts. 
With these reductions,. if the success in the fatare is equal to that 
of the present, the peniteDtiaty will be self-sustaining, 

I am convinced that onleas the revenues are increased, some of 
oar obligations must go nnpud. The interest on the public debt 
should be certainly paid, for the reason that in view of the past 
difereoces and the cironmstanoes of the compromise of 1883, a de- 
fault in that respect woald obt only reflect upon the honor of the 
6tate, hat might result in a reopening of that ilistressing question. 

The payment of the school fund should not be suspended, out of 
justice to the children of the State. 

Oar charitable institntions must, of ooarse, be maiotained, and 
the large sums dae to officers and others in oriminal proseoations, 
however great the aggregate, are jaat debts, justly earned, doabt- 
less needed, and, therefore, they eboald be paid- 

If you should find it necessary to restore the rates of 1893, it 
will be even then but the same rate that bad been fixed contin- 
aoasly for a namber of years previous to the enactment of the 
present law of 1896. It was then believed that conditions were 
such as called for a reduction of the rate. It has since been found 
that this opinion was not justified. Under these circumstances, a 
restoration of the rate which had been at long and contir.iicnily 
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fixed and borne, oannot be oppressive, neither can it justly be re* 
garded us improper by the reflecting, intelligent citizens of the 
State. 

There are, doubtlesn, more direotioiia than one in wbioh eubetan- 
tial retreDohmeots can be made — various reforms whereby the ex- 
penditures can be more or less reduce<]. I have deemed it im- 
pro^wr and nnneoessary to present these for your oijd si deration for 
two reasons: They can be deferred nntil the regular session in Jan- 
uary next, and the consideration of such matters at a briet special 
session might, and probably would, interfere too seriously with the 
consideration of the question of paramount importance for which 
yon have been assembled. For the reueons stated, I bej; to recom- 
mend that }oa enact such t»ws, according to my proclamation of 
convocaiiun, as will meet the Hitaation. I recommend to your con- 
sideration a repeal of the revenue act of 1896, and the re-enactment 
of the act of 1S93, and also the re-enactment, with proper caption, 
of the act of 1896, chapter '206, page 404 of Acts. 

Glentlemen, I have now done that which I realized to be my 
duty touching the honor, good name and high purpose of the State. 
It is with you, and for you, to do that which remains to be done. 
With every confidence in yoar wisdom, patriotism and seuse of 
duly to tlie people you represent, and to those the people owe, I 
submit the matter tu you.

1896, and afterward a statement of our condition to day with a 
oomparisoo of our condition of one year ago, I re-submit my atate- 
roent of February 4, 1896, because I believe that, in a general way, 
it covers the whole ground.

It has taken time to obtain the information, and I con- 
sider your reqnest of so much importance, that much oare has been 
taken to give you a clear and as accurate a statement as can be 
made when estimates are taken into consideration. 

This request deals alone with the revenue law, and on this law 
the credit of theSt-ate rests.

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You will bear in mind that the aseesament during the above six 
yeara waa on an average of |2^,000,000 greater than now, whiob 
alone brought into the treasury f 72,000 per year. 

The foregoing table ia made to clearly prove to you that there 
oan but be a defioit' in the treasury. I am of opinion that ^lia table 
will show to any one who will take the trouble to examine the re- 
ports of the Treasurer heretofore referred to, that were the snrplua 
receipts $100,000 greater than shown, it oonld not staud i^uost the 
rednotions made by the Legialatare of 1895 in amounts to be re- 
ceived from Trustees, railroads, and the leasees of the penitentiary, 
leaving out entirely any rednotions in privileges aud not counting 
anything for cost of maintaining conviots. 

In addition to the decrease in our revenue there was an increase 
in the expenses on acconut of an increase in the number of Judges 
and Ui^r appropnations to charitable institutionB. 

I will tdd here that in estimating the cost to the State in main- 
taining the oonviats at $100,000 above the receipts from that source, 
I have been very careful ; have advised with the Superintendent of 
Prisons, the Penitentiary Commission, the former lessees of the 
penitentiary and difierent members of the Legislature. In the table 
of receipts and disbursemeuta for the past few years and the surplus 
of those years I have omitted the year 1896. Our disbursements 
were lai^r than our receipts, for that year, and they were larger 
than they will be &r this year, as the oust of the Legislature was, 
of course, included, and our expenses are neoesearily larger in the 
legislative years than in the years following. 

In oonsidering these matters you will bear in mind that I have 
made no provision for extraordinary expenses, outbreaks of any 
kind, epidemics, strikes, etc., and that I have only taken into oon- 
dderation the actual expenses of the State. In this connection I 
trust that it will not be out of place to oall your attention to the 
items that constitute the expenses of the Stete government. 

Three acconnts constitute nearly all the expenses of the State, and 
they are : Court costs, interest payments, charity and educational. 
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Court oootB oonrist of State proHemttiona, jadtoM salariea, Sa- 
preme Ooart ezpenaea, and amstiDg fbgiUves ; interest payments 
oouraat of interest on State debt and sohool fiind ; oharitabJe and 
edmational, of amounts apinopriated to ohuitdile and edooational 
institntions.

From tfais table it will be seen Ihst the expenses of the%tate oat- 
i^de of the three acooanta mentioned, for the years 1891 and 1892, 
were |328,719.64, or an average per year of |164,309.82, and for 
the years 1893 and 1894, $300,421.62, or an averse per year of 
1160,210.81. His is for salaries of officials, clerk hire, expenses 
of different officials, Capitol expense, Bureau of Agriculture, Bureau 
of Labor, National Guard, Public Printing, L^isUtive Expenses, 
per diem and mileage, and other necessary expenses. 

Interest payments can be reduced only by reduoing the principal. 
My opposition to the revenue bill was based on tbe facte contained 
in this letter. 

In conclusion, I desire to say that in all the estimntes I bavo 
tried to be conservative, and that I de^re you to investigate folly 
ev^ry matter here presented. The dtuatioa is, u I see it, grave, 
but estimates abonld receive the most thorough investigation.

I estimate the disbursements for current expenses fur the same 
period at $395,000. 

Our receipts for the last ioar months of 189S were $344,655,99. 
Our net disbursements, after deduoting amount ^taid but on account 
of the new penitentiary, direct tax and extra appropriatious, were 
$355,622.52. 

In estimating the receipts for the next four months at $346,000 
I have been guided hj our receipts for the corresponding period 
last year and our receipts for the last eight months of this year. 

Last year during the last four months we received from Trustees 
$65,000. I have put it at $45,000 this year. We have received so 
far this year an average $28,600 per month from County Court 
Clerks ; for the balance oi the year I have averaged it at $30,000 
per month. During the last four monthsof 1895 there was received 
in delinquent taxes $68,300; for the balance of this year I have put 
it at $60,000. I have estimated that $70,000 of the $80,000 or 
$90,000 of railraad taxes will be paid before January 1, 1897^ The 
balance of the receipts ($51,000) are from difieient sources and are 
more positive. 

The net disbursements for current expenses I have estimated at 
the same, with the exception of $15,000 for maintenanne of con- 
victs and HO increase of $26,000 for criminal prosecutions. In this 
connection I will say thnt oar criminal proseontioos have averaged 
$23,499,14 per month for the first seven months of the year. 
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. I will state here that there is one item that may possibly be col- 
lected that has so far been left ouc of my oaloulations. I refer to 
the amount doe the State by the Teoneesee Coal, Iron & Railroad 
Company. This amount is about $85,000, and is now in litigation, 
and will more than likely go to the Supreme Court. However, 
shoald this suit in any way be settled before January 1, 1897, about 
130,000 will go to the penitentiary fund and not into our treasury 
balance.

I would be glad for you to compare this last statement with the 
first one. In my first statement I lately overestimated the oost of • 
mainttining the oonviots. It was an <>xperimfnt with us. I had 
DO basis to go upon. The management of the new priaon has been 
first-olase, and to the Commissioners is due much or^it for their 
able conduct of the affairs of this new work. The result has been 
a surprise to all. While my estimate on this was high, others were 
Dot high enough, as appears from the books. 
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In oonolnsioD, I desire to say that the msia trooble is not with 
January 1, 1897, bnt will ocoai during 1897 and January 1, 1898. 

Before the Legislature to be elected in November oould correct 
this evil the deficit wonld assnme SDoh proportions that it would 
take years to wipe it out. A great many members of the Legis- 
lature voted lor the revenae bill, believing that relief would come 
in part through increased bneiness and in part through the workings 
of the State Board of Equaliaation.
